SusftBville seems to be the choa«n 


abode of dangerous maladies. Daring 
the Summer months bloody flax and 
kindred diseases became an epidemic 
and carried off a number of citizens, 
and now that dread disease, diptbe- 
ria, is quite prevalent there. There 
stems to be no longer n doubt but 
that the trouble arises from the ac- 
cumulation of filth within the city 
limits. The Advocate is eminently 
correct in saying those fatal visita- 
tions could be avoided if the people 
of the town would pay more atten- 
tion to their vaults, pig pens and 
back yards. What is true of Snsan- 
ville in this particular is applicable 
to many other towns; and it would 
be well for the people of Reno to 
bear this faot in mind. Beno is not 
as old by many years, nor ia her lo- 
cation for sanitary purposes much, 
if any, better than that of Susan- 
ville.

A little pre- 
caution of this kind, and a few dol- 
lars expended in sanitary purposes 
is much better and much more satis- 
factory than paying doctor's bills.

Tha election of Speaker for the 


Lower House of Congress is regarded 
as of more than usual importance, 
because tbat officer is supposed to 
have more influence in shaping the 
issues of the Presidential campaign 
than anv other. 
He appoints tne 


committees whe will originate much 
of the legislation of Congress. This 
legislation will go largely to tbe 
framing of issues for the pending 
canvass. The adroit politician in- 
quires at every step: How will this 
measure be regarded by the people 
on the eve of a Presidential election? 
There were threo Democratic candi- 
dates for tbs office of Speaker. All 
these were capable men. Cox is a 
moderate tariff man, inclined to be 
conservative. 
He represents a dis- 


trict of New York, which has become 
a great manufacturing city, or rather 
a great depot for homo manufactured. 
There is a large importing interest 
also, which at present ia not making 
uny strong opposition to a tariff. If 
Cos had been elected it ia not proba- 
ble that he would have placed free 
traders at the head of any important 
committees. 


Randall wonld stand by the manu- 


facturers of Pennsylvania. He has 
been true to the leading interests of 
his State in this uarticular. Even 
Kelley, the apostle of protection, 
eoald not find much fault with Ran 
dall; at least, aa i\ Democratic 
Speaker, he would bo less daegerous 
to protection than any other of the 
prominent candidates. When, there- 
fore, he was defeated in the Demo- 
cratic caucus, there was general re- 
gret on the part of Democrats and 
Republicans in Pennsylvania.

veteran fighter believes almost impossi- 
ble, but a severally of land holdings is 
not only possible, but desirable, and the 
ballot is said to be a necessary sequence 
of even partial civilization.
